PRISONERS ARE HELD 
IN HOTEL AT MONTREAL 


Clash Likely Between the Courts of 
Quebec and Montreal—Erwin 
Confident That He Will 
Return with Gaynor 
and Greene. 


Montreal, May 16.—John F. Gaynor 
and B. D. Gredne are guests at the Wind- 
por hotel, each guarded by a local de- 
tective, with a force of United States se- 
cret service agents unofficially in re- 
8e They. will not go back to Quebec, 
much as fhey and their friends desire it, 
and in spite of the writ of habeas corpus 
“gr&nted yesterday by Judge Andrews, of 
Quebec, directing Chief Detective Car- 
penter to return his prisoners to that 
city. 

When the Spray arrived 
this morning the party drove to the 
Windsor. At 7 o'clock they again left 
the hotel, just as the pursuing force from 
Quebee, which had come up from Sorel 
@n the Quebec boat reached the hotel. 

Chief Carpenter took his prisoners to 
Judge Lafontaine’s regidence and an im- 
promptu court was, convened in the 
judge’s library. Mr. Carpenter handed 
his prisoners over to the judge and the 
latter, after remanding them for exami- 
nation on Monday, committed them to 
the care of two detectives with permis- 
sion to reside at the Windsor. 

Detective Carpenter handed the judge 
the warrants with the return marked 
upon the back as is usual. The prisoners 
were asked if they were guilty or not 
guilty. and not replying, the judge's 
clerus aceepted their-fatiure to plead as” 
@ plea of not guilty. Judge Lafontaine 
then sald: 

‘Prisoners, I remand you for trial until 
Monday, the 19th of this month, without 
bail.” 

The prisoners bowed and the judge in- 
formed Carpenter that he remanded the 
prisoners to his custody. 

‘Quebec People Beaten. 

In the meantime High Constable Gale, 
of Quebec, with the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, was searching diligently for Mr. 
Carpenter. At 10 o’clock he found him 
in his office and served the writ. Mr. 
Carpenter was placed in a dilemma. He 
wae in possession of a document calling 
upon him to produce the bodies of Gay- 
nor and Greene before Judge Andrews in 
Quebec today, and he no longer had the 
prisoners in his possession, having been 
felleved by Judge Lafontaine. He con- 
sulted his counsel and was informed 
that if he attempted to return the pris- 
oners to Quebec he would be liable to 
arrest for contempt of the local court, 
whose mandate he had received and ex- 
ecuted. So an answer setting forth the 
facts’ in the matter was preptwed and 
Bent down to Quebec, and with that it is 
expected the Quebec people will have to 
remain satisfied. 3 

The jurisdiction of an extradition com- 
missioner extends over the entire domin- 
lon and the arrests of Greene and Gay- 
nor were made by an officer qualified to 
make arrests in any portion of the prov- 
ince, consequently there is no doubt that 
they will hold. 

Téis evening Mrs. Gaynor arrived from 
Quebec. She was accompanied by Hon. 
Jules Tessier, counsel for the prisoners, 
who had a consultation with them at the 
Windsor. In addition, Hon. 8S. O. Taillon 
and H. C. St. Pierre have also been re- 
tained, so that a formidable array of 
counsel will take part in what promises 
to be as spirited a legal fight as Mon- 
treal has witnessed since John C. Eno, 
the defaulting New York banker, suc- 
cessfully resisted extradition.

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BLOODY WORK 
DONE BY-SMITH 


‘Kill and Burn’’ General Is 
Attacked by Civil Gover- 
nor Grant. 


GOVERNOR GRANT CLAIMS 
CIVIL LAW DIDN‘T-COUNT 


He Says Men Were Shot and Arrested 
Without Warrant by Order of 
Smith—Alleges That Mili- 
tary Authorities Were 
in a Fright. 


Washington, May 16.—The secretary of 
war has transmitted to the senate com- 
mittee on Philippines a report made by 
Captain J. H. Grant, civil governor of 
the province of Leyte, P. I., concerning 
differences of understanding betwee:: 
himself and General J. H. Smith concern- 
ing the control of affairs in that prov- 
ince. The report begins with a complaint 
of the arrest of several native presi- 
dentes of villages by the military au- 
thorities, which action Captain Grant 
recounts in a letter to the civil authori- 
ties at Manila, dated October 26 last. 
In this letter he says: 

“Unfortunately for the peace and tran- 
quillity of the people of this province, the 
military authorities here have sustained 
a severe fright, since the Balangiga af- 
fair and have done many things that are 
calculated ‘to hinder the progress of civil 
government.”’ 

The most ‘important of these inciderts 
are described by Governor Grant as fol- 
lows: 

“Immediately after the receipt of. the 
news of the massacre at Balingiga the 
military authorities began patrolling the 
town from about 8&8 o'clock p. m. until 
next morning, challenging and arresting 
every one who could: not satisfy the 
patrol that they were good men. On 
the night of September 30 a sentry shot 
and instantly killed a man who did not 
hear, or at least did not heed, his cha'- 
lenge. Of course, the people do not ur- 
derstand why these things should take 
place under civil government. 

“Following this, on the afternoon of 
the 9th instant, orders were sent out frora 
district headquarters direct to the pres- 
ident, so he says, to arrest and to take 
to the tribunal every man in Tacloban 
who came from Samar. The result was 
that 150 men were rounded up withou* 
warrant or other process and subjecteé 
to some kind of investigation, which be- 
ing completed at a late hour at night, 
quite a number of them were confined 
until next morning, when the investiga- 
tion proceeded and all of them were 
given their liberty except six." 

The correspondence also includes a pe?- 
sonal letter from Captain Grant to act- 
ing. Gavernor. Wright, of the Philippines, 
dated December 14, in which the captain 
complains of the removal of troops by 
order of -General Smith from various 
towns in Leyte, which he indicates was 
done in order to make it appear that he 
could not properly administer the affairs 
of the islang@ and that it should be re- 
stored to military control. 


ANOTHER LINE FOR GATES. 


Alleged He Has Bought the Kansas 
City Southern. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 16.—The Journal 
tomorrow will say that control of the 
Kansas City Southern railway has doubt- 
less been acquired by the Moores and 
John W. Gates, for the Rock Island road, 
and that the same interests have proba- 
bly acquired the Arkansas and Choctaw. 

President Knott, of the Kansas City 
Southern, said last evening he knew 
nothing of such a deal. Announcement 
of the sale of the Arkansas and Choctaw 
is made onthe authority of a large holder 
of the stock, who declined to say who 
was the purchaser. 

With the competion of the Arkansas 
and Choctaw to a connection with the 
Rock Island’s Fort Worth line or with 
the Texas extension of the Choctaw, for 
which it has been officially announced 
will built, this road and the Kansas 
City Southern will apparently come near 
to completing the Moores Southwestern 
system. 


ONE BEATING NOT ENOUGH. 


Novel Decision Made by Justice Ma- 
rean in Divorc- Case. 

New York, May 16.—Justice Marean, of 

Brooklyn, has declared that under the 


law a woman may strike her husband | 


once on the head with a poker and not 
be adjudged guilty of treating him so 
cruelly as to warrant a decree of sep- 
aration. The plaintiff in the case sued 
for a divorce, but could establish’ proof 
of only one instance in which his wife 
beat him and the justice held this in- 
sufficient. 


Frightful Accident Occurs During a 
Fire at the Armour Packing House 
in Chicago. 


Chicago, May 16.—During the 
of a fire which tonight destroyed the 
lard refinery of Armour & Co., in the 
union stock yards, twenty-nine people 
were injured, five of them in a manner 
which will probably cause death in a 
short time. The loss of the company 
is estimated by its officers at between 
$750,000 and $900,000, with all chances in 
favor of the latter. 

There were a number of accidents, but 
by far the larger number of those who 
were hurt received their injuries by the 
falling of a hog runway upon which 
they were standing to obtain a better 
view of the fire.

Three Tangs Explode. 

The lard refinery, had just been com- 
pleted and was considered by its own- 
ers the most complete establishment 
of its kind in the United States. It was 
five stories high And 250 by 300 feet, 
It was filled with new and c@tly ma- 
chinery, and during the day 2,000 people 
worked within its walls. 

The night shift numbered 700 and ail 
of them were in the buBding when the 
fire broke out. It is thought that all 
escaped in safety. 

The fire originated with an 2xJosion of 
three lard tanks on the fifth floor of the 
building. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown, but the three tanks, which 
were filled with boiling lard, went up 
witb a roar almost in the same second. 
There were a score of.workmen in the [- 
mediate vicinity of the tanks, and a num- 
ber of them were btrned by the scalding 
lard. It was not a minute after the ex- 
plosion until the enre fifth floor was 
a mass of flames. Within an hour the 
building was totally destroyed. 

The fire was one of the most spec- 
tacular that has been seen in Chicago

an enormous crowd of people, who 
swarmed by thousands up@ the viaducts 
which pass through the yards at a 
height of 20 feet from the grougd. Sud- 
denly about 200 feet of a hog runway 
extending from the viaduct north to the 
plant-of Armour & Co. gave way, pre- 
cipitating fully 1,000 persons to the ground. 
The firemen instantly ceaged their work 
on the building and devoted their ener- 
gies to saving the peéple. All were taken 
from the wreckage within a few min- 
utes and placed in an improvised hos- 
pital. 
Fireman Fatally Hurt. 

Michael Maloy, driver of engine com- 
pany No. 49, sustained injuries which 
will cause his death while carrying his 
engine to the fire. The horses plunged 
toward the crowd of people on the side 
of the street. Maloy, seeing that some- 
body would be bacgy injfred ugless his 
team was checked, sprang from his seat 
to the back of one of the horses and 
grasping the team by the bits, turned 
them against a brick building. The 
horses struck the wall with terrific force 
and Maloy was daught between the wall 
and one of the horses. He was fearfully 
crushed. 

The loss was fully covered by in- 
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surance.

Trouble in the East Side in New York 
Continues, 


WOMEN LEAD THE RIOTERS 


Five Hundred Extra Policemen Were 
Called Out in Order To Restore 
Order—One of the Women 
Is Placed Under 
Arrest. 


New York, May 16.—Rioting about the 
Kosher meat markets in the east side 
of this city was continued today, al- 
though the regular police force of the 
district was reinforced by 500 men of the 
reserve. The first trouble occurred when 
Mrs. Jennie P. Pfiax, one of a picket force 
of twenty women, was arrested on the 
charge that she assauited a butcher 
named Schlosky. A policeman arrested 
Mrs. Pfiax and was taking her from the 
shop when he was attacked by the other 
pickets and he had to summon assist- 
ance. Three other policemen answered 
his call and Mrs. Pflax was taken to the 
Station house. 

Trust Investigation. 

Albany, N. Y., May 16.—The examina- 
tion of the eastern representatives of the 
big western packing houses, which was 
to have been begun today b@ore Justice 
Chester, of the state supreme court, was 
postponed until May 26 upon motion of 
Attorney General Davies. He gave as his 
réason that his representative, E. H. Leg- 
gett, who had beep directed to subpoenae 
the needed witnesses, had been unable to 
locdté any of them.

Keytesville, Mo., May 16.—Harry B.

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PARALYSIS OF ALL INDUSTRIES 
IS THREATENED BY THE STRIKERS 


Hazicton, Pa., May 16.—The anthracite 
mine workers today, in order to win their 
strike, deckied unanimously 
that, if carried into successful operation, 
woukd practically tie up the industries of 
the country, paralyze business and Incon- 
venience the people throughout the United 
States. It is their desire that a special 
national convention of the United sfine 
Workers may be called as soon as rrac- 
theable for the purpose of endeav»r'ng to 
have all the bituminous mine workers, 
both organized and unorganized, involved 
in the anthracite miners’ struggle. This 
announcemerp was Officially made at noon 
today Dy dent John Mitchell in a 
etatement giving the result of the delib- 
erations of the delegates in convention. 

Statement by Mitchell. 

This statement is as follows: 

“At this morning’s session the conven- 
tion petitioned the national officers to 
iesue a call for a national convention of 
all miners employed in the United States 
for ‘the purpose of considering the situ- 
ation in the anthracite qld. If the de- 
sire of the anthracite miners is carried 
{into effect a national suspersion of coal 

mining will be inaugurated. All ques- 
atte, of detail as to the direction of .w0 
strike in the anthracite field were referred 
to the district and national officers. Defi- 
Bite plans will be outlined within the next 
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few days. For the present the engineers, 
firemen and pump runners will continue 
at work. All mine workers were advised 
to remain at their homes, abstain from 
frequenting saloons and under all cir- 
cumstances observe the law.”’ 

If a special national convention is called 
and the miners succeed iin their object it 
would directly afi@ct 449,000 men, who are 
employed in and about the coal mines 
of the country. Coal would soon become 
scarce and this would ultimately result 
in tying up of railroads and all sorts of 
industries that use large quantities of the 
fuel. It ts doubted by some interested 
persons here who are closely watching 
developments that a stupendous move- 
ment could be brought about for the rea- 
son that the business interests of the 
country would not stand idly by and per- 
mit euch a plan to be put into effect.

NEGROES FIRE ON 
COUNTY POLICE 


Owen Heard Shot Through Ab- 
domen at 1:30 O"Clock 


Five Negro Assailants of Ex-Police- 
man Kerkn Are Penned Up This 
Morning in a House on Mc- 
Daniel Street Beyond 
City Limits. 


In a raid by a posse of county pulice- 
men on a negro ‘house on McDaniel street 
beyond the city Hmits at 1:30 o'clock this 


pesse, and a brother of County Policeman 
Heard, was shot through the abdomen 
and through the right arm. 

The officers surrounded the house in 
which five negroes—the men who waylaid 
ex-Policeman S. A. Kerlin, earlfer in the 
day—had barricaded themselves. 

At an early hour this morning the posse 
headed ‘by County Policemen Dunbar, Gol- 
den and Cheshire, were sounding the 
house waiting for daylight and for in 
opportunity to capture the negroes. 

During the afternoon, while returning 
to his home on the McPherson road, Po- 
liceman 8. A. Kerlin was waylaid by 
five negroes with whom he had had trou- 
ble while a member of the force. But 
for the timely arrival of a trolley car, 
which frightened his assailants away, 
Kerlin would have been killed. A ser- 
geant stationed at Fort McPherson, who 
heard his cries for help, ran to the place 
and found the man unconscious. 

At midnight County Policeman Golden 
heard that Kerlin’s five assailants were 
located in a house on the McDaniel road 
and he hastened to the city and secured a 
warrant for their arrest from Justice Orr. 

Policeman Golden was joined by Offi- 
cers Dunbar and Cheshire and accompa- 
nied by a number of Kerlin’s neizhbors, 
including Owen Heard. The party started 
for the hiding place of the five negroes, 

The house was dark and showed no 
signs of life, but from the windows the 
inmates opened fire and Owen Heanl fell 
to the ground with what wae ar first 
thought a fatal wound. fe was burne 
out of range by his companions. 

The house was at once surrounded by 


the posse and at 3 o0’clock this morning the 
officers were waiting for daylight before 
making another advance on the house.

Washington, May 16.—The senate com- 
mittee on relations with Cuba today 
heard John Oehler, of New York’ city, 
who printed ‘‘Facts About Sugar,’’ com- 
piled by Oscar W. Donner, and consist- 
ing of reprints from newspaper articles. 

Mr. Oehler said that in January last he 
was employed by Mr. Donner, advertis- 
ing agent of the sugar trust, to print this 
document, for which he received #8750. 
The edition numbered 250,000 copies. 

Ex-Senator C. F. Manderson, of Ne- 
braska, said he had acted as legal ad- 
viser of the general manager of the 
Bm 
Howe, and the president of the Standard 
Beet Sugar Company, H. G. Leavitt. 

He produced two forms of contracts 
which these companies had entered into 
during the summer of 1901 with the job- 
bers on the Missouri river, one of which 
contained a provision thet shipments be 
billed at 10 cents per hundred pounds 
less than the American Sugar Company's 
open price for standard fine gragulated 
that may be in effect in Kansas City on 
date of arrival of their sugar there, but 
that at no time would the price exceed 
5.37. In the other form the words ‘‘bona- 
fide price’’ were inserted. 

Mr. Manderson said the American 
Sugar Refining Company notified the job- 
bers having contracts with the Bee 
Sugar companies in Missouri river points 
that they would furnish them sugar at 
$3.50 per hundred, and said he was called 
On to decide what to do under the con- 
tracts referred to. He had discovered 
that this sugar only would be given in 
very small quantities. The American 
Sugar Company, he said, sought to buy 
at $3.50 per hundred, but was refused. 
The established market price, he said, 
continued at $6.121-2, and the special 
price was limited to a few people, which 
caused him to decide that it we not an 

“open rice’’ nor a “bona fide price,” and 
not contemplated by the beet sugar con- 
trdcts, and fhat the beet sugar compa- 
nies were not required to sell at $3.40. 
Mr. Manderson said the American Sugar 
Refining Company’s cut would have 
broken down the beet sugar~industry in 
the west if the beet sugar people had 
been unable to command the money wish 
which they could store their product. 

The proposition for a 20 per cent redue- 
tion, he said, had caused many prospec- 
tive beet sugar factories on arid land in 
the west.to be abandoned temporarily. 

Answering a question by Senator Platt, 
Mr. Manderson said that if we American- 
ize Cuba, either by annexation or by any 
other means, there would be a rise in the 
price of labor there which would raise 
the cost of sugar production.

Dallas, Tex., May 16—(Special.)—Thé 
committee on publishing interests have

The report reads: 

‘We deplore any departure on the part 
of the attorney from the instructions 
given him by the book committee.” 

An ef- 
fort will be made to strike this item out 
of the report, as many claim that the 
conference has nothing to do with a mat- 
ter which relates to an attorney who ls 
not an officer of the church. 

The second item reads: 

“The language of the book agents In 
the telegrams sent to Senators Bate and 
Pasco is disapproved, as these. senators 
were misled by it.” 

The third item concludes the report and 
is. as follows: 

“The bishops having conditionally ten- 
dered the money, and the United States: 
senate having signified that the church 
was under no obligation to return the’ 
same, and that no stain rests upon the 
church, and eighty senators over thgir 
own signatures having declared the 
church blameless, this should be deemed 
a full settlément of the whole matter.” 

Sensational Debate Likely. 

It will be seen that the report is a4 
triumph of the conservative element in 
the committee. The minority, howéver, 
will also present a report condemning 
sharply the agents and recommends 
the immediate return of the money to 
congress. 

The ‘session tomorrow morning ill 
doubtless be the most sensational of the 
conference. When these reports are read 
the pent up excitement of four years of 
agitation will be poured forth in a flood 
of oratory. The best informed seem to 
think the conference will finally take 
conservative action and adopt the report 
of the majority of the committee on pul»’ 
lishing interests. 

The committee on episcopacy have 
finished their report, which recommends 
the election of two additional bishops and’ 
the superannuation of Bishops Fitzgerald, 
Granbery and Hargrove.

IN NEED 


OF REVISION 


That Is the Report of the Special‘ Committee to the 
General Assembly===List of Proposed 
, Credal Changes. 


New York, May 16.—The second day’s 
sessions of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly, the new moderator, Rev. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, presiding, wag largely 
consumed jn the presenting of reports of 
special committees, among them being 
that of the special committee on the re- 
Vision of the confession of faith. 

Report on Revision. 

The report of the Presbyterian general 
assembly’s special committee on revis- 
lon of the confession of faith covers two 
divisions, the work assigned to the com- 
mittee having been so outlined by the 
assembly. In the first place, the com- 
mittee says it was to prepare “a brief 
statement of the reformed faith’’ to he 
submitted to this assembly “for such dis- 
position as may be judged to be wise.” 
The other part of the work was the 
preparation and submission to this as- 
sembly of certain revisions of the con- 
fessions of faith, in certain specified 
parts of it, and concerning certain speci- 
fied subjects, by the method of textual 
modification or by declaratory state4 
ment, or of additional statements, un- 
doubtedly with a view to their subsequent 
adoption by the presbyteries and by tha 
general assembly. 

Additional statements are recommend- 
ed concerning the love of God for all 
men, missions and holy spirit, in the 
icrm of new chapters to be acded to the 
confession. Also certain textual modifi- 
cations. The committee proposes the fol- 
lowing: 

Overture No. 3.—Shall the following 
declaratory statement be adopted as to 
chapter 10, section 3, of the Confession 
of Faith? 

Second. With reference to. chapter 10, 
section 3, of the Confession of Faith, 
that it is not to be regarded as teaching 
that any who die in infancy are lost. We 
believe that all dying in infancy are 
included in the election of grace, and 
are regenerated and saved by Christ 
through the spirit, who works when and 
where and how He pleases. 

The committee says concerning the 
brief statement of the. reformed faith 
that it was to be prepared ‘‘with a view 
to its being employed to give information 
afd a better understanding of our doc- 
trinal beNefs, and not with a view to its 
becoming a substitute for, or an alterna- 
tive of our confession of faith.’”” The 
committee then presents “for such dis- 
position as may be judged wise.’’ The 
following is a brief statement of the re- 
formed faith: 

. Article I—Of God. 


We believe in the ever living God, who 
is a Spirit, and the Father of our spirits; 
infinite, eternal and unchangeable in His 
being and perfections; the Lord - Al- 
mighty, most just in all His ways, most 
glorious in holiness, unsearchable ~ in 
wisdom and plenteous in mercy; full of 
love and ° compassion and abundant in 
goodness and truth. We worship §Him, 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit, three per- 
sons in one godhead, one in substance 
and equal in power and glory. 

Article II—Of Revelation. 

We believe that God is revealed in na- 
ture, in history and in the heart of man; 
that He has made gracious and clearer 
revelations of Himself to men of: God 
who spoke as they were moved by the 
Holy Spirit, and that Jesus Christ, thé 
word-made flesh, is the brightness of the 
Father’s glory and the express image of 
His person. We gratefully receive the 
Holy Scriptures, given by inspiration, to 
be the faithful record of God’s gracious 
revelations and the sure witness to 
Christ, as the word of God, the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and life. 

Article III—Of thé Eternal Purpose. 

We believe that. the eternal, wise, holy 
and loving purpose of God embraces all 
events, so that while the freedom of man 
fs not taken away nor is God the author 
of sin, yet in His providence He makes 
all things work together in the fulfill- 
ment of His sovereign design and the 
manifestation of His glory; wherefore, 
humbly acknowledging. the mystery of 
this truth, we trust in His protecting 
care and set our hearts to do His will. 

Article IV—Of the Creation. 

We believe that God is the creator, up- 
holder and governor of all things; that 
He is above all Hfs works and in them 
all: and that He made man in His own 
image, meet for fellowship with Him, 
free and able to choose between good 
and evil,. and forever responsible to his 
Maker and Lord. 

Article V—Of the Sin of Man. 

We believe that our first parents, Being 
tempted, chose evil, and so. fell away 
from God and came under the power of 
sin, the penalty of which is eternal 
death:-and we confess that, by reason of 
this disobedience, we and all men are 
born with a sinful nature, that we have 
broken God’s law, and that no man can 
be saved but by His grace. 

Article VI—Of the Grace of God. 

We believe that God, out of His great 
love for the world, has given His only 
begotten Son to be the Savior of sinners, 
and in the gospel freely offers His all- 
sufficient salvation to all men. And we 
praise Him for the unspeakable grace 
wherein He has provided a way of eter- 
na} life for all mankind. 

Article VII—Of Election. 

We believe that God, from the begin- 
ning, in His own good pleasure; gave to 
His Son a people, an innumerable multi- 
tude, chosen in Christ unto holiness, ser- 
vice and salvation; we believe that ail 
who come to years of discretion can re- 
ceive this salvation only through faith 


and repentance; and we believe that all 


who die*in infancy, and al] others given 
by the Father to the Son who are be- 
yond the reach of the outward means of 
grace, are regenerated and saved by 
Christ through the Spirit, who works 
when and where and how He pleases. 


Our Lord Jesus 


Christ. 

We believe in and confess the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the only Mediator between 
God and man, who being the Eternal 
Son of God, for us men and for our 
salvation became truly man, being con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost and born 32f 
the Virgin Mary, without sin; unto us 
He has revealed the Father, by His Word 
and Spirit making known the perfect will 
of God; for us He fulfilled all righteous- 


a 


| ness and satisfied eterna) justice, offering 
Himself a perfect sacrifice upon the cross 
to take away the sin of the world; for 
us He rose from the dead and ascended 
into heaven where He ever intercedes 
for us in our hearts, joined to Him by 
faith, He abides foréves as the indwell- 
ing Christ over us, and over all for us. 
He fules, wherefore, unto Him we ren- 
der love, obedience and adoration as 
our Prophet, Priest and King forever. 


Article IX—Of Faith and Repentance. 

We beheve that God pardoned our sins 
and accepts us as righteous solely on the 
ground of the perfect obedience and sac- 
rifice of Christ, received by faith alone; 
and that this saving faith is always ac- 
companied by repentance, wherein we 
confess and forsake our sins with full 
purpose of, and endeavor after, a new 
obedience to God. 

Article X—Of the Holy Spirit. 

We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord 
and giver of life, who moves everywhere 
upon the hearts of men, to restrain them 
from evil and to incite them unto good, 
and whom the Father is even willing to 
give unto all who ask Him. We believe 
that He has spoken by holy men of God 
in making known his truth to men for 
their salvation; that, through our exalted 
Saviour. He was sent forth in power to 
convict the world of sin, to enlighten 
men’s minds in the knowledge of Christ, 
and to persuade and enable them to obey 
the call of the Gospel; and that He abides 
with the church, dwelling in every be- 
liever as the spirit of truth, of holiness 
and of comfort. 

Article XI—Of the New Birth and 
the New Life. 

We believe that the Holy Spirit onfy is 
the author and sourte of the new birth; 
we rejoice in the new_life, wherein He 
is given unto us as the seal of sonship in 
Christ, and keeps loving fellowship with 
us, helps us in our infirmities, purges us 
from our faults, and ever continues His 
transforming work in us: until we are per- 
fected in the likeness of Christ, in the 
glory of the life to come. 

Article XII—Of the Resurrection and 
Life To Come. 

We believe that In the life to come the 
spirits of the just, at deafh made free 
from sin, enjoy immediate communion 
with God and the vision of His glory; 
and we confidently look for the general 
resurrection in the last day, when the 
bodies of those who sleep in Christ shall 
be fashioned in the likeness of the glori- 
ous body of their ord, with whom they 
shall live and reign forever. 


Article XIII—Of the Law of God. 

We believe that the law of God, re- 
vealed in the Ten Commandments, and 
more clearly disclosed in the words of 
Christ, is ‘forever established in truth 
and equity, so that no human work shall 
abide except it be built on this founda- 
tion. We believe that God requires of 
every man to do justly, to love mercy 
and to walk humbly with his God, and 
that only through this harmony with the 
will of wod shall be fulfillel that.brother- 
hood of man wherein the kingdom of 
God its to be made manifest. 


Article XIV—Of the Church and the 


Sacraments. 

We believe in the Holy Catholic 
Church, of which Christ is the only head. 
We believe that the Church Invisible con- 
sists of all the redeemed, and that the 
Chupeh Visible embraces all who profess 
the true religion, together with their 
children. We receive to our communion 
all who confess and obey Christ as their 
divine Lord and Saviour, and we hold 
Tellowship with all believers in Him. 

We receive the sacraments of baptism 
and the Lord’s Supper, alone divinely es- 
tablished and committed to the church, 
togéther with the Word as means of 
grace, made effectual only by the Holy 
Spirit, and always to be used by Christ- 
ians with prayer and praise to God. 


Article XV—Of the Last Judgrhent. 


We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ 
will come again in glorious majesty to 
judge the world ard to make a final 
separaticn between the righteous and the 
wicked. The wicked sha'l receive’ the 
eternal award of their sins and the Lord 
will manifest the glory of His mercy in 
the salvation of His people and their 
entranc? upon the full enjcyment of eter- 
nal life. 

Article XVI—Of Christian Service 
and the Final. Triumph. 

We believe that it is our duty, as ser- 
vants and friends of Christ, to do good 
unto ail men, to maintain the public and 
private worship of God, to hallow the 
Lord’s Day, to.preserve the sanctity of 
the family, to uphold the just authority 
of the state, end so to live in ali honesty, 
purity and charity that our lives shall 
testify ‘of Christ. We joyfully receive 
the Word of Christ, bidding His people 
go into all the world and make disciples 
of all nations, and declare unto them that 
God was in Christ reconciling the world 
unto Himself, and that He will have all 
men to be saved and to come to the 
knowledge of the truth. We comfidently 
trust that by His power and grace all 
His enemies and ours shall be finally 
overcome, and the kingdoms of this 
world shall be made the kingdom of our 
God and of His Christ. In this faith we 
abide, in this service we labor, and in 
this hope we pray,

During the year five churches have 
been organized and elght houses of wor- 
ship erected and purchased. The report 
showed that more than 2,000 children 
are being regularly taught by white 
teachers in Sunday schools throughout 
the soughern states. The executive com- 
mittee supplies eighty-four churches with 
its preaching and has.paid promptly and 
fully all the ministers under its direc- 
tion. 

At the Stillman institute, which is a 
school for training colored ministers, the 
students are to be put upon their own 
resources in the following general plan: 
The committee wilh provide the land, the 
necessary implements, stock and all nec- 
essary teachers, and the students. will 
be expected to furnish the labor, fertil- 
izers, seed, etc, and to Have the«pro- 
ceeds from their farming. ; 

The committee announced its purpose 
to make of this institute a trains 
school for ministers and teachers, its 
work to be done in harmony with the 
views of the southern people respecting 
negro education. , 

Appended to the repjort was a Sesolution 
upon the death of Hon. James W. Laps- 
ley, a member of the committee. _. 

Dr. H. H. Hawes, of West Virginia, 
financial agent of. the home and school 
at Fredericksburg, Va., made a report 
showing work yet to be done by this 
young institution.. This school ig for ed- 
ucation and maintenance of children of 
deceased ministers and missionaries. The 
receipts for the year were $11,092, and on 
April 1 they had $2,229 on hand. Not a 
dollar of debt incurred in five years 
and the debt on the college has been me- 
duced to $6,000. The institution is sup- 
ported by gifts. A message of sympathy 
sent Dr. Palmer. at New Orleans,. ex 
pressed earnest hope and prayer for his 
recovery. ) 

Dr. Matthews, general secretary of the 
Presbyterian alliance, London, Eng, told 
the assembly of the work of his depart- 
ment in South Africa.

Augusta, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)—The 
Episcopal convention today amended the 
constitution and placed rectors and mis- 
sionaries on the same footing. Heretofore 
so soon as ,the clergyman moved into 
the diocese he was entitled to a seat and 
vote in the convention, while the mis- 
sionary was required. to be in the diocese 
six months before being allowed to vote, 
according to the constitution. Today’s 
amendment requires six months’ residence 
on the part of the rector, as well as the 

missionary. 

The only other matter of special in- 
terest in today’s proceedings of the con- 
vention was the report of the committee 
on the state and condition of the church, 
which created considerable comment. 
This report showed in the main that 
there has been a considerable falling off 
in baptisms and confirmations in a part 
of the mission fields.

All Exceedingly Wrathy. 

The Quebec force had the services of 
two tug boats and a special train in a 
vain effort to head off: the Spray yes- 
ferday, and the failure has made alJ con- 
cerned -exceedingly wrathy. ; 

Gaynor and Greene had engaged the 
services of all the best lawyers in Que- 
bec and the change of venue leaves these 
gentlemen out in the cold. It was stated 
this afternoon that the provincial gov- 
ernor had instructed Judge Lafontaine to 
obey the writ of habeas corpus, but the 


.Judge says that all he knows about the 


case is that he issued a warrant and 
that the men called for in that document 
were produced before him. He had re- 
manded them prisoners until Monday 
morning and expected that they would 
be ‘then produced before him. 

Lega] opinion in Montreal is that habeas 
corpus proceedings cannot be instituted 
until Judge Lafontaine has decided the 
case. Then if he commits them for extra- 
dition, proceedings of that nature will 
be in order, 


Nothing Doing at Quebec. 

Quebec, May 16.—Now that Colonel 
Gaynor and Captain Greene have reach- 
ed Montreal there is very little or no 
news here. Mr. Parent, premier of this 
province, who is acting as attorney gen- 
eral in the absence of Mr. Archam- 
beault, is of the opinion that Magis- 
trate Lafontaine should obey the or- 
ders on the writs of habeas corpus 
which were served in Montreal this 
morning, and the same view appears to 
be taken by Mr. Archambeault, who is in 
Montreal. The department here is very 
reticent, but it is known that instruc- 
tions have been given to Magistrate La- 
fontaine to obey the order of the writs 
and have the men returned here. Magis- 
trate Lafontaine, as clerk of the peace, 
is a provincial employee,* but as extra- 
dition judge he is a federal] officer, and 
it is rumofed that he does not feel dls- 
posed to obey the instructions received 
from heré. 


Chief Wilkie Talks. 


Chicago, May 16.—“I am glad that the 


officers succeeded in landing Gaynor and 
Greene at Montreal,” said Chief Wilkie, 
of the United States secret service, to- 
day. “‘Now that the contractors are in 
custody in Montreal, I feel confident that 
the extraditicn procesdings will result 
in their return to Savannah, Ga., for 
trial in the Captain Carter conspiracy 
case. It will first be necessery to pre- 
sent a transcript of all the evidence be- 
fcre a commissicner 30 as to establish 
a prima facie case for the United States. 
If Gayror and Greene are then held for 
extradition they probably will appeal 
to the highest court in Canada and thus 
stand off the government for about s1x 
months. But I -haveNittle doubt they 
Will be returned to the United States 
some day and will then have to stand 
trial.’’ 
. Praises of Erwin Sung. 

Washington, May 16.—(Special.)— 
Everybody about the department of jus- 
tice is singing the praises of District At- 
torney Marion Erwin, of Georgia, for the 
success of his plan to get Greene and 
Gaynor before the extradition court at 
Montreal rather than at Quebec, where, 
in the opinion of the officials here, the 
wealthy contractors whose presence at 
Savannah is so desirable, would be able 
to influence the courts. District ¢ft- 
torney Erwin is given credit for the 
plan which has resulted In the capture 
of the fugitives. It was carefully map- 
ped out before he left for Canada. Of 
course, the transfer to Montreal does 
not necessarily insure the extradition 
of the men; but the chances for getting 
them are considered very much better 
than had they been brought before the 
courts of Quebec. It is said here that 
the proceeding is entirely legal and was 
carried out only after a thorough Iinves- 
tigation of all its consequences. The 
Montreal warrant for the two fugitives 
was made to conform in every way with 
the indictment and the application for 
extradition. 

New Indictment Obtained. 

A new indictment wags obtained in the 
district of Georgia against Messrs. 
Greene and Gaynor just before’ they fled 
to Canada. Tt is said here that it is 
very broad in fits terms and was made 
to conform with the extradition laws. 
Just what the charge in the indictment 
and the Montreal wartant !s officials de- 
cline to state at present. but the docu- 
ment is drawn up so carefully and broad- 
Iv that there {s little doubt felt in Wash- 
ington that extradition wil) be effected. 

It is held that the men are now self- 
confessed criminals and that if once 
brought to the United States their con- 
vfetion ts practically assured. 

“That ought to make Mr. Erwin an 
assistant attorney general,”’ eanld one of 
tf high officials of the department of 
justice in commenting upon the clever 
capture of the refugees.

WILLIAMS TAPS 
CROWNINSHIELD 


Discussion of ‘the Sehley. 
Case is Reviewed in-the 
° House, art 


CASE IS NOT SETTLED 
DESPITE THAT “UKASE”: 


So Mr. Williams Says, Referring to 
Attitude of the President—Wil- 
liams Wants To Know How 
Crowninshield Escaped 
Condemnation. 


Washington, May 16.—The house had 
another lively day of debate today, Phil- 
ippine atrocities and the Schley. cass 
coming in for considerable attention. 

The naval appropriation bill continued . 
to be under consideration, but it received 
little attention after the more exciting 
themes of debate came up. Mr. Cannon, 
of Illinois, and Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, 
brought on the discussion by criticising 


the extent to which naval officers secured ° 


comfortable berths ashore. This gave 
Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, opportunity 
to make a very sarcastic spéech at the 
expense of Admiral Crowningsh(eld, dur- 
ing which he read a poem describing the 
late head of the bureau of navigation as 
‘the greatest tar that ever stayed 
ashore.”’ 

In more serious vein, Mr. Williams re- 
ferred to. the Sampson-Schley controver- 
sy. Whatever the official conclusion 
might be, the American people had come 


to the conclusion, Mr. Williams said, that , 


Admiral Schley had had something to do 
with the battle of Santiago. And yet it 
had happened that Historian Maclay had 
written a history and submitted it to the 
great naval authority, Crowninshield, de- 
claring that Schley had nothing to do 
with the victory. 


Ukase Not Obeyed. 

Despite the imperia] ukase that the 
Schley case must be dropped, Mr. Wil- 
liams said, the American people were not 
disposed to be stopped in pursuing their 
own conclusions. He commented on the 
fact that the committee on rules had 
buried a resolution designed to Iinvest!- 
gate the charge that Admiral Crownin- 
shield had passed on the Maclay history. 

Reverting to Mr. Grow’s remarks yes- 
terday, comparing the civil war condi- 
tions with those in the Philippines, Mr. 
Williams declared that as an American 
he hurled back the comparison, and he 
asserted that never in the civij conflict 
had there been an order to make a 
“howling wilderness” or justifying mur- 
der and rape by soldiers. Had we 
reached the stage when the army was 
greater than the nation, asked Mr. Wil!- 
liams, when the criminals in the army 
cannot be held up to execration? 

Speaking for the committee on rules, 
Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, said the Maclay- 
Crowninshield resolution had not been 
reported, as it would have been “mere 
sound and fury’’ after Admiral Schley’s 
request for a court of inquiry had been 
complied with and the subject had been 
exhaustively considered by a naval court 
and then reviewed by the president. 

Maclay History Not Used. 

Mr. Foss, in charge of the naval bill, 
rose at this point and read a dispatch 
just received from the navy department, 
saying that the third volume of thé Mac- 
lay history, dealing with fhe Santiago 
battle, was never in use at the naval 
academy and that there was no purpose 
to use it. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, and Mr. Lan- 
dis, of Indiana, discussed the resolutions 
adopted by the union veterans of Indiana, 
comparing the copperheads of the present 
day, who criticised the army in the Phil- 
ippines, with the copperheads of ’61-65. 

Rising to a question of personal privi- 
lege, Mr. Sims, of Tennessee, resented a 
remark made by Mr. Jenkins, of Wiscon- 
sin, during the debate on the local gas 
companies consolidation bill several days 
ago, that he (Sims) was only- consistent 
“when he votes for the Methodist church 
to rob the treasury.” 

Mr. Sims reviewed the legislation for 
the Methodist book concern, south, and 
indignantly repudiated the suggestion 
that the claim was unworthy.

BLOW TO 


Opinion of Far-Reaching Importance 
by Attorney General. 
Washington, MaY¥ 16.—Judge Advocate 
General Lemly has received an gepinion 
by the attorney general to the effect 
that the plans for the navy yard im- 
provements at Norfolk do not require 
the approval of the Virginia darbor Tirte 

commissioners, as they contend. 

The opinion is of far-reaching impor- 
tance, applying to nearly all cities where 
there are navy yards or stations, and 
constitutes another blow to the state’s 
rights doctrine. 

In this case it was found necessary 
to extend the cofferdam of the new gran- 
ite dry dock, at the entrance of the 
dock by 280 feet inside the line estab- 
lished by the state board of harbor com- 
missioners. 

Although the contemplated improve- 
ment was to be on ground belonging to 
the United States, Virginia having re-

linquished jurisdiction, the board insisted | 


that the plans for the improvements 
should be submitted to it and threat- 
ened the arrest of Admiral Cotton, the 
commandant of the yard, upon his fre- 
fusal to comply.

UNITED STATES 


He Will Present a Bronze Statue 
of Great Frederick. 


Statue To Be Erected at Washington 
To Commemorate Visit of Prince 
Henry—Cablegram of the 
Kaiser and Presi- 
dent’s Reply. 


Wiesbaden, Hesse-Nassau, May 16.—The 
German emperor Wednesday, May l4, 
telegraphed as follows to the president 
of the United States at Washington: 

“IT am still under the deep impression 
created by the splendid and cordial recep-. 
tion of my brother, Prince Henry, by the 
citizens of the United States of America. 
In the speeches with which he was 
greeted the fact was often mentioned 
that my ancestor, Frederick the Great, 
maintained a friendly attitude toward 
the young American republic during the 
course of her formation, thereby laying 
the corner stone of the friendly relations 
which have always existed between our 
two countries. The example set to me by 
the great king I intend to follew. 

“I wish to commemorate the visit of 
_Prince Henry by a gift to the people of 
America, which I request you to accept 
in their name. I intend to present a 
statue in bronze of Frederick the Great 
to. the United States, to be erected in 
Washington upon a place you will kindly 
choose. May this gift be looked upon as 
a lasting sign of the intimate relations 
which have been successfully fostered 


and developed between our two great na- 
tions. WILLIAM, I. R.” 
President’s Reply. 

President's Roosevelt’s reply, which 
was sent in German, translated is ag fol- 
lows: 

“Washington, May 15.—Emperor Wil- 
liam, Wiesbaden: I highly appreciate 
your grand, friendly offer. I thank you 
heartily therefor in the name of the 
United States. We will submit it tmme- 
diately to congress. It will no doubt be 
to the greatest pleasure of our people to 
receive from your hands a statue of the 
famous ruler and soldier, one of the 
greatest men of all times, Frederick the 
Great, and it igs especially appropriate 
that the statue should be erected in the 
city.of Washington, the capital of the 
republic upon whose birth he looked with 
such friendly interest. For this new 
proof of your friendly feelings toward 
our country I thank you in th name of 
the United States. Your gift’ will surely 
be considered here ag a nhew evidence of 
the friendship existing between the two 
nations. We hope and believe that this 
friendship in the coming years will be- 
come still stronger. It is a hopeful sign 
for the welfare of all mankind that tn 
the beginning of this century the Amer- 
ican and German people are working to- 
gether in a sense of happy friendship.’ 

Washington, Mey 16.—Presicent Roose- 
velt has decided that the statue of Fred- 
erick the Great should be placed adja- 
cent to the new war college, which is to 
be established in the arsenal grounds in 
this city.

TO TALK PEACE 


Delegates to Conference to 
“Discuss the British Terms 
Have Assembled, 


THERE’LL BE NO FIGHTING 
DURING THE CONFERENCE 


Kitchener Will Not Attack Comman- 
does While Their Leaders Are 
Absent—Believed That the 
Boers Will Accept the 
Peace Terms.

Peace Is Assured.

Bees but Little Chance for Primary 
Being Ordered. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 16. —(Special.)— 
A brand new proposition has been 
sprung and is beim discussed by some of 
the politicians of ‘the Johnston wing of 
the democratic party. These gentlemen 
fhave about concluded that the state 
executive committee is not golng to or- 
der a general primmry for the nomina- 
tion of a state tickét and a United States 
senator. With a convention they believe 
hey weuld have an uphill job to win 
with the committee against them, as~-it 
undoubtedly is, and hence the suggestion 
not to have any candidates before the 
convention, but to center the whole ef- 
fort on capturing the convention for a 
primary. If they could capturg the con- 
vention in that interest, the conventipn 
itself could decline ta m@ke any nomina- 
tions and refer that matter to a primary, 
which it could order, and in which it 
could fix the qualifications. The scheme 
is urged by its advocates as feasible and 
promising, because the leading newspa- 
pers and many thousand voterg of the 
other faction are for a primary and 
would give. help to capture the conven- 
tion in that behalf. 

On the other hand it is suggested that 
the state committee could shut off the 
plan by naming so late a date for the 
convention that no time would be left 
for a primary election.

ILLUMINE SKY

filles in State of Terror 


Showers of Cinders Are Falling Over 
the Islands—Eyewitness JDe- 
scribes La Soufriere in Erup- 
tion—Pillagers Are . 
at Work. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 16—Great flashes of very bright lignt 
were emitted from Mont Pelee between 
16 and 11 o'clock last night.

Thick, glowimg, red 
clouds, interspersed with flashes of lignt, 
issued from the volcano this mé@rning. 
Showers of cinders, lasting twenty min- 
utes, accompanied the activity. ‘The peo- 
ple in the districts of Lorrain, Marigot, 
Sainte Marie and La Trinite are panic 


} stricken.

La Soufriere Eruption Described. 

London, May 16.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Kingstowa~, 1s land of St. 
Vincent, contains an excellent description 
by Rev. Mr. Darrell of the eruption of La 
Soufriere. Mr. Darrel says: 

“We rowed to within 8 miles of the crater 
from which a majestic body of vapor as- 
cended. The scene was sublime beyond 
imagination. Steam, smoke and lava 
formed an awful pillar which appeared to 
us to be at least 8 miles high. We rowed 
on, but an immense cloud of dark and 
dense volcanic material descended in our 
pathway, impeding gur passage and warn- 
ing us to stop. The mighty bank of sul- 
phurous vapor assumed the shape of 4 
gigantic promontory; it then became a 
mass of revolving cloud whirls, turning 
with increible velocity, assuming beau- 
tiful flower shapes, some dark, some ef- 
fulgent, while others were pearly white 
and all were brilliantly iNumimated by 
electric flashes. 

“Darkness then fell upon the waters 
and a black rain of dust descended upon 
us. The thundering notses from the moun- 
tain and the earthquake shocks all pro- 
duced a scene of incredible majesty and 
horror. The plutonic energy of the 
mountain increased momentarily until our 
boat returned to Kingstown, the crew 
cowed and impressed witn the weirdness 
of the scene and covered thickly with the 
falling gray dust.’”’ 

Food Is Needed.

SATISFIED OF BLACKMAIL. 


NEGRO CONVICT PARDONED BY 
GOVERNOR M’SWEENEY. 


Had Served Several Years in Peni- 
tentiary When Governor Ex- 
amined Record in Case. 


Columbia, S. C., May 16.—(Special.)—The 
governor yesterday granted a pardon to 
George Washington, a negro, formerly of 
Colleton county, but more recently of 
Augusta, Ga. The case is an interesting 
one because of its several unusual 
features. In February, 1876, Washington 
was convicted: before Judge Maher, in 
Colleton county, of criminal assault on a 
woman and sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment. The governor seldom 
considers an application for pardon in 
such a case, but in this one he discovered 
a case of blackmail on the part of a ne- 
gro woman who had been Washington’s 
mistress and on changing her affections 
evolved a scheme with her paramour to 
get rid of Washington. 

The negro wag living upon the place 
of W. P. Burbage, in 1876, when he lived 
with the woman for six months. After 
a quarrel with Washington the woman 
swore out a warrant charging him with 
assault. He was arrested and taken to 
jail without being given an opportunity 
to see Mr. Burbage or his other white 
friends, who knew the facts. He wags 
tried next morning, with no one to de- 
fend him, and hustled off to state prison 
to serve his sentence. About two months 
after being taken to the penitentiary he, 
together with a squad of other negroes, 
was released by a negro guard. Wash- 
ington returned to Colleton county and 
after moving to several places {fn this 
State settled in Augusta, Ga.,, where he 
married and has long been looked upon 
as a successful and upright negro. In 
April, 1900, Washington was arrested fn 
Georgia and returned to the South Caro- 
lina penitentiary, after being free for 
twenty-five years. 

In his affiddvit Mr. Burbabge declared 
that it was a wretched scheme of black- 
mail. The woman tried to get money 
from Washington to drop the case. Bur- 
bage advised him to refuse to pay any- 
thing. Washington was convicted en- 
tirely on the testimony of Annie Blount 

The negro, who ts now 61 years old and 
still had thirteen years of his sentence 
to serve, was released from the peniten- 
tiary today and took the noon train for 
Augusta, where he will rejoin his family. 


HISTORIC LANDMARK TO GO. 


Must Make Way for Mississippi’s 
New State House. 

Jackson, Miss., May 15.—Work will be 
commenced within the next few days at 
tearing away the old cell building at the 
new state house site, and with tne de- 
struction of this old pile will be removed 
the last vestige of Mississippi's old peni- 
tentiary, the first public building, which 
was erectad many years before the war. 

Owing to the active season of work on 
the prison farms the convicts will not 
be employed in the process of demolition, 
and the ancient old pile is to ibe removed 
by eontract labor. . It is the intention of 
the state to have the walls torn down fh 
sections and all the bricks found in good 
condition will be used in the consfruction 
of the new laundry building at the Mis- 
sissippi insan ehospital. The boam of 
trustees of the latter institution have 
found that all bids swhmitted on the $20,- 
@0 structure for this purpose are too 
high, and they will pergonally supervise 
the construction, employing a contractor 
to look after the details. 

During the days of the contract labor 
system shortly after the civil war the 
old cell Duilding was used to accommo- 
date about four hundred prisoners. Since 
the prison farm system was adopted its 
use has been abandoned, the only tenants 
being a few trusties employed around 
the office. 

Immediately after the buliding ts re- 
moved the capitol commission will put on 
foot the plans for the landecape garden- 
ing and grading around the new $1,000,000 
state house. It ig intended to have the 
grounds placed in good shape within the 
next six months, and an extensive amount 
of work is to be performed.

Planting Is Denied. 

Jackson, Miss., May 16.—(Special.)—Hon. 
LeRoy Percy, one of the most prominent 
attorneys and planters of the delta, con- 
tradicts the statements heretofore given 
general credence to the effect that the 
cotton acreage in the delta has been ma- 
terftally reduced this season, and «asserts 
that dhere will not be a@ variance of 500 
acres between the acreage of this season 
and last. 

No tillable land that has been rented is 
idle for want of hkbor, and all the smal! 
farmers and remters have succeeded in 
obtaining advances to carry them through 
the season. Mr. Percy says, however, 
that owing to the ‘high price of feed 
stuffs the eeason’s crop has cost more 
up to the present time than is generally 
spent up. to the time when the crop is 
laid by. 

The delta planters and labor contrac- 
tors are not at all worried over the new 
cotton picking device to be tested this 
fall, and say that if it proves successful 
as a labor saver the surplus labor will 
be emploved clearing up new lands. Only 
about @ per cent of the tillable acreage 
in the delta is in cultivation.

NEW TURN TAKEN 
IN A MACON CASE 


Judge Speer Orders Assets of Lumber 
* Cempany To Be Seized. 


APPOINTS A NEW RECEIVER 


John R. Cooper Will Make Demand 
on State Court Receiver To 
Turn Over the Property 
to Him—History of 
the Case. 


Macon, Ga., May  16.—(Special.)—An- 
other turn has been taken in the bank- 
ruptcy case of the Macon Sash, Door and 
Lumber Company, which shows that the 
matter between the Bibb superior court 
and the United States court is not yet 
ended. This is the case in which Judge 
Speer, of the United States court, or- 
dered the United States marshal to de- 
mand of Receiver T. J. Carling, who 
was appointed by Judge Felton, of the 
Superior court, the moneys, property, 
books, etc., of the company, and on Re- 
ceiver Carling’s refusal to deliver up the 
assets, etc., Judge Speer held Carling in 
contempt of court and ordered that he 
be sent to jail, but this judgment was 
suspended pending an appeal by Carling 
to the circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans. This tribunal reversed Judge 
Speer, and later the United States su- 
| preme court refused to allow a certiorari 
from the circuit court of appeals. 

A demand will now be made on Re- 
| ceiver Carling for the assets of the com- 
| pany by Attorney John R. Cooper, who 
| has been appointed by Judge Speer re- 
|ceiver for the Macon Sash, Door and 
| Lumber Company in the United States 
court, and he is fully empowered to make 
| demand for the assets of Receiver Carl- 
| ing of the superior court. If the demand 
is not granted Cooper will appeal the case 
| to the supreme court of Georgia, and if 
| that court sustains the decision of the 
court below he can carry the case to the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

The case is now brought up by the 
Seymour Lumber Company, of Cordele: 
the Citizens’ bank, of Cordele, and the 
Bank of Vienna, as the original petition- 
ing creditors.

STRIKING A WIRE 


Was Foreman ef Plant System Machine 
Shop at Waycross. 


SEVERE STORM AT WAYCROSS 


Wires Were Blown Down—Heidt, 
While Going to His Home, Came 
in Contact with a Live 
Wire and It Caused 
His Death. 


Waycross, Ga. May 16.—(Special.)— 
Whycross was visited the worst 
storm in years last night. Shade trees 
were uprooted and electric, telephone and 
telegraph wires were blown down, broken, 
twisted and left in bad condition. 

The stérm swept down on the city from 
the northwest and raged furiously about 
an hour. Large quantities of halilstones 
were mixed with the raindrops, and 
growing gardens and farm crops suffered 
greatly. Hundreds of sparrows were 
killed in the streets by the hail. 

R. E. Heidt, forman of the Plant sys- 
tem machine shops, lost his life by com- 
ing in contact with a live wire. He was 
going down Jane street toward his 
boarding house, when he ran into a tele» 
phone wire which had fallen across an 
electric light wire, from which it received 
a eurrent of electricity. It struck him 
squarely in the stomach, and before an 
electrician could rgeach the spot and cut 
the wire it had burned well into his flesh, 
literally cooking it for 2 or 3 inches tn 
each side. His hand, with which he 
grasped the wire, was burned to a crisp. 
His wife, who was visiting in Thomas- 
ville, was summoned and came this 
morning. The body will be taken there 
for interment. Heidt came here a year 
ago from Brunswick and a few months 
ago was promoted to the foremanship of 
the machine shops. He was 35 years old.

‘car-hook murder“in New York nearly 
thirty years ago is not yet forgotten 
by the public, and the recent broil in 
Washington between a United States 
senator and a trolley car conductor 
shows that dangerous situations are 
possible always where firearms are 
Jn ready reach. 

It is a clear violation of the law of 
the state for a conductor of a street 
car to carry concealed weapons of 
deadly character—quite as much so 
as for any other citizen to do so. The 
grand jury soon to meet can scarcely 
ignore the flagrant case that gives oc- 
casion for these comments. A whole- 
BOome lesson and warning may be 
given by it.and the courts and proba- 
bly prevent some fatality in the fu- 
ture. 

The traveling public on the street 
cars have the right to feel safe in the 
vehicles and not to apprehend danger 
from sudden affrays and pistol work 
between employees and patrons. Wo- 
men and children are often among 


the passengers and{are practically help- 


less in the event of a fight on the 
cars. Therefore, we feel that the pub- 
lic is justified in the general demand 
voiced yesterday that the street rail- 
way company shall take such action 
as. will quiet apprehension on account 
of conductors with guns.

The Duty of the President. 
Our valued contemporary, The St. 
Paul Dispatch, is moved to the opinion 
that The Constitution “keeps a keen 
eye on the outlook for cracks in the 
president’s policies” and comments 


- upon our confession that we do not 


understand the president’s movements 
in the beef trust affair. The Dispatch 


says: 

The Atlanta paper is not alone in this 
peculiar inability to comprehend. There 
are others, even some hereabouts, who 
are amazed that executive officers should 
direct their law officers to enforce laws 
when there is apparent violation of 
them. What, may we ask, is The Consti- 
tution’s idea of the duty of exeoutives? 


From the very nature of things po- 
litical The Constitution 13, we admit, 


- @ little out of practice in giving coun- 
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pel to national executives and we 
mever have had the right of way to the 
willing ear of one constructed on 
ptrenuous lines. But, on general prin- 
ciples, we do harbor some notions of 
what would be the easier and effective 
plan of dealing with the beef trust case 
by an executive who was striking for 
blood and not simply striking an at- 
titude in the presence of the grand 
stand and the bleachers. 

Our idea is that if President Roose- 
velt honestly wished to put the beef 
trust crowd out of business along the 
extortion and monopoly line he would 
‘take his tempestuous pen in hand and 
indite’ a message to congress that 
would stir up that body like a live 
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fallen -upon @ herd -of | 
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sleeping steers. He would use about 
@ yard of that lurid and logical rhet- 
oric of which he is a master, and a 
few rolls of that picturesque imagery 
in which he is a natural born artist, 
to portray the injustice and rascality 
that have grown up under the meat 
taxes of the Dingley act. He would 
demand their rapid transit repeal and 
do it in terms that they would heed, 
or else defy with the certainty that the 
people would put the opposing outfit 
on the hog train early in November 
next. 

Really, we do not see why the pres- 
ident should ask the courts to take 
up a couple of years in twisting a ca- 
ble to choke this coyote of the cattle 
pens. We honestly cannot see why 
he should wait to mount a great judt- 
cial battery in order to shoot the life 
out of this pilfering combine thaz 
could be scattered like a feather bed 
in a cyclone by a simple bill repealing 
the taxes which give it existence and 
power. The esteemed Dispatch may 
think otherwise and may have to, be- 
cause of its partisanship, but our 
idea of the way to kill a wolf is to 
shoot him through the heart. The 
meat tariff is the heart of the beef 
trust!

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Local Option Versus Prohibition. 

An esteemed friend writes us a note 
of inquiry concerning our editorial 
reference to the gubernatorial contest 
among the republicans in Vermont. 
He asks: 

Can you kindly inform me how Mr. 
Clement, that republican candidate for 
governor of Vermont, can say that his 
state, which is under prohibition, has 
nearly three times the number of liquor 
dealers that are in Georgia under local 
option? The statement is s0 surprising 
that I am anxious to know whether it can 
be true. 

All the information we have on the 
subject of the Vermont situation we 
have obtained from the newspapers 
in the east that are watching the con- 
test in that state and printing some 
of the things said in the canvass. 
From those reports we got the facts 
referred to in our editorial comment 
yesterday. 

We find that Mr. Clement is using 
the figures reported by the United 
States commissioner of internal reve- 
nue in his latest annual report. Ac- 
cording to them the state of Vermont, 
having a total population of 343,641, 
had on the special tax rolls of retail 
liquor and beer dealers for 1901 retail 
liquor dealers to the number of 326, 
and retai] beer dealers to the number 
of 282. The total, 608, divided among 
the population of the state, gives one 
retail liquor or beer dealer to every 
565 of the inhabitants. 

When we turn to Georgia we find 
that we have 1,254 retail liquor deal- 
ers and 220 retail beer dealers, a total 
of 1,474. Dividing our population, 
2,216,331, by this number, we get one 
retail liquor or beer dealer to every 
1,503 of our inhabitants. ‘The ratio 
between Vermont and Georgia is not 
quite that of three to one, but so very 
near it as to justify Mr. Clement’s ar- 
gument. 

Of course, it must be understood 
that in Vermont the special taxes are 
paid by men who are selling liquors 
illegally on the “blind tiger” plan. 
But in most of the towns the “blind 
tigers” operate as freely almost and 
as continuously in fixed abodes as do 
our saloons in Georgia, the difference 
being that the Vermont officials con- 
nive at the violations of the law and | 
absorb as personal profits the fines as- 
sessed for those violations. 

In Georgia we have only about 600 
licensed barrooms that pay fees to the 
state. The other nearly nine hundred 
are “blind tiger” special tax payers, 
but they are a fugitive class in this 
state, as a rule, and do not operate so 
openly and boldly as in the state of 
Vermont. 

We present the figures above in re 
ply to the inquiry of our correspond- 
ent and because they justify the claim 
so often made that local option is a 
more practical and effective treat- 
ment of the liquor problem than that 
of state prohibition. 
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Cutting Out the Classics. 

The state board of education in Vir- 
ginia met a few days ago and, under 
a recent law giving it such Authority, 
reformed the curriculum of the state 
normal institute for colored students, 
located at Petersburg, by cutting out 
the classical course entirely and sub- 
stituting therefor manual, agricultural 
and mechanical training. 

The members of the board had pre- 
viously canvassed the change very 
closely with leading colored men of 
the state. With but a few exceptions, 
principally of preachers and active 
politicians, those leaders agreed that 
the reform would be beneficial from 
every point of view. The experiment 
that has been made to give the colored 
students classical training has not 
been satisfactory. Even though many 
were able to pursue the course, most 
of them did so in a parrot-like way, 
learning what was taught but not 
seeming to appropriate the truth and 
import of their instruction, and grad- 
uating without sensible aim or vaiua- 
ble occupation for their future. The 
whole scheme has proven a waste of 
time, efforts and the money of the 
state. 

Under the new programme the 
school will become a thoroughly prac- 
tical training station In all the manual 
employments of every day life and will 
fit the students, men and women, for 
the occupations that will be freely open 
to them after their course is com- 
pleted. They will not be able to.cal- 
culate the precession of the equinoxes, 
scan Virgil or give the exact differ. 
entiations between psychology and 
pneumatology—but they will be able 
to shingle a barn, lay an even course 
of bricks, make a horseshoe nail and 
launder a shirt without producing a 
divorce between the bosom and the 
body!

WANTS MERRITT ELECTED 


Says He Contemplated Leaving the Race for State 
School Commissioner Some Time Ago, but 


Would Not Do 


So Under Fire. 


EV. A. J. BECK, of DeKalb county, 
has retired from the race for state 
school commissioner. He gives as his 
reason for withdrawing that the reforms 
which he has advocated may not be 
brought about if the support of those ap- 
proving them is divided between a num 
ber of candidates. ) 
Mr. Beck says he contemplated leaving 
the race some time ago, but State Schoo? 
Commissioner Glenn made certain de- 
mands upon him to which he declined to 
accede. He considered that he had been 
threatened by the state schooh commis- 
sioner, and he declined to retire’ under 


fire, he states. 

Now he withdraws, as nothing has come 
of the threats, and he urges his friends 
to vote for Professor -W. B. Merritt, 
county school commissioner of Lowndes 
county, for this office. Mr. Beck’s card 
announcing his withdrawal from the race 
is as follows: 

“Decatur, Ga., May 16, 1902—To the 
— of Georgia: On April 19, four 
weeks ago, 1 was preparing to announey 
my withdrawal from the race for state 
school commissioner, my reagons there- 
for being that the accomplishment of the 
reforms in our educational system, for 
which I have been striving, might not be 
realized if the support of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of our people who desire 
these reforms should be divided among 
too Many candidates. My desire to see a 
clean, practical, business-like administra- 
tion of our common school affairs is 
Stronger than my ambition to be state 
school commissioner. 

“But on that very morning I received 
the following letter: 

"Department of Education, State of 
Georgia, G. R. Glenn, Commissioner, At- 
lanta, April 18, 19022.—Hon. A. J. Beck, 
C. 8. C., Decatur, Ga. My Dear Sir: I 
now demand of you that you give me 
the name.of the bank from whom, as 
you allege, I borrowed money on the in- 
dorsement of a book company or the 
agent of a book company. I also demand 
that you give me the name of ine com- 
missioner to whom, as you allege, I 
furnishea questions for an examination. 
If you refuse to give me these names I 
shall take such steps as may be neces- 
sary as will compel you to do s0. You 
have done me gross injustice and I shall 
use whatever legal recourse as may be 
necessary to vindicate my good name 
from your uncalled-for and most out- 
rageous attacks. 

***I make this personal demand because 
I noticed in your last communication you 
intimate that you will make no further 
specifications under your charges pub- 
licly uttered at the Grand opera house. 

***Asking your immediate attention to 
this matter, I am yours truly, 

** (Signed) G. R. GLENN, 
“State School Commissioner.* 

“To which I replied as follows: 

*“ ‘Decatur, Ga., April 19, 1902.—Hon. G. 
R. Glenn, Atlanta, Ga. My Dear Sir: I 
have the honor to acknowledge your 
favor of the 18th instant, in which you 
make certain demands of me and an- 
nounce your intention, in the event of 
my refusal to comply with your de- 
mands, to take the matter of the charges 
which I have preferred against you into 
the courts. 

‘**In reply thereto, I beg to say that I 
absolutely decline to give you the name 
of the bank from which your berrowed 
money on a note signed by you and by a 
gentleman who was at that time an agent 
of a book company. I further decline 
absolutely to give you either the names or 
other information touching the giving 
out of the examination questions for 
county school commissioner. And, since 
you have determined to take legal action, 
I also decline now, or hereafter, to give 
any other information touching any of 
the charges which I have preferred 
against: your officia] conduct. 

"These declinations are based upon 
several good reasons, only one of which 
I need at this time disclose to you, to- 
that a legal proceeding is just 
what I want, because it will afford the 
opportunity of putting the witnesses who 
are called upon to testify in this contro- 
versy upon oath, and will secure a ver- 
dict by a competent tribunal. But I 
want it now, and not after June 5, 1992. 
So, if you really mean’ what you sav. 
and are after a legal vindication of your 
official conduct, I suggest, and am will- 
ing to agree, that you select an arbitra- 
tor and I will select one, and they shall 
select an umpire. and these three shall, 
under the rules of law, award the dam- 
ages if I have slandered and libeled you. 
their award to be made the judgment of 
the court and to be binding In every 
particular as prescribed by law. I shail 
insist, however. that this submission to 
arbitration shall contain one thing more 
than is ordinary, to-wit: that the award 
must be made and published at least 
fifteen days before June 5, 1902. 

“ ‘Trusting that this suggestion will 
meet your approval. I have the honor 
to be, yours very truly. 

(Signed) A. J. BECK.’ 

“T could not withdraw under fire and 
under threat of légal action, but having 
waited four weeks to receive the threat- 
ened blow, I am thoroughly eonvinced 
that Dr. Glenn did not, and does not now. 


desire an investigation before a tribunal 
which could bring out the whole truth 
touching his official misconduct. 

“IT believe, therefore, that I may now, 
after four weeks of waiting, pursue my 
original purpose to withdraw, without 
prejudice to my courage. ‘ 

‘‘In the interest of harmony and union 
among those who desire a practical and 
effective public school system, I beg to 
withdraw my name from further con- 
sideration as a candidate for the office 
of state school commissioner. 

‘In this connection I wish to say that 
I feel that the election of Professor W. 
B. Merritt, now school commissioner of 
Lowndes county, will be for the best in- 
terests of the schools of Georgia. His 
jong and successful experience in public 
school work and his full sympathy with 
the needs of our common schools convince 
me that it is my duty to give him my 
hearty and cordial support. I trust that 
those friends throughout the state who 
have assured me of their interest and 
help will give to Professor Merritt the) 
game earnest and hearty support for the 
office of state school commissioner that 
they have given me. 

“I desire further to express my deep 
appreciation to friends all over Georgia 
who have encouraged and helped me in 
my candidacy, and to assure them that 
my withdrawal from this contest docs 
not in any way lessen my interest in 
public educational work, nor shall it 
interfere with my advocating on the 
stump and otherwise the urgent need 
for a more practical, a more thorough.

CL Miller Finds His Ovelling 
Blazing in Two Places, 


Mouse Was Broken Into and Set on 
#ire—A Torch Was Applied 
in Bed Room and 
Closet. 


Incendiaries broke into the residence 
of Cobb L. Miller, of No. 320 Crew street, 
last night while the family was absent 
from home and set the house on fire In 
two places. ‘ 

Miller returned home about Il o’clock 
to see his house in a blaze and full of 
emoke. He tried to extinguish the 
flames, but found they had gained too 
agmuch headway. There is a telephone in 
the house and he called for the fire de- 
partment. 

Last night all the members of the fami- 
ly went to an entertainment and care- 
fully locked the doors and fastened the 
windows.

They went upstairs and 
kindled a fire in the middle of the floor 
of one bed room, and then went into 
another and kindled a second blaze in a 
clothes Closet. They must have gone late 
and did not expect the family to return 
Bs so0n a3 they did. If Miller had been 
five or ten minutes later the house and 
contents would have been destroyed. 

The fire department arrived in time to 
extinguish the flames before any great 
amount of damage was done. 

Miller, who is cashier for the Bel] Tele- 
phone Company, stated last night to 
Officer Doyal; who investigated the af- 
fair, that the persons who entered the 
house must have done so for the specific 
purpose of setting it on fire, as they did 
not. steal anything. If the persons had 
been burglars they would have carried 
off a lot of goods which they had ample 
opportunity of securing. But not a thing 
had been molested. The fire in the cen- 
ter of the bed room was made with a 
Jot of trash and paper. In the closet the 
match or torch was applied to a lot of 
clothing. The floor of the closet burned 
through and was falling into the room 
below. 

About three weeks ago burglars enter- 
ed Miller’s house and carried off some 
valuable goods. 

What motive the trespassers had in 
setting his house on fire last night, Mil- 
Jer cannot say. He knows of no pergon 
who would seek such a means of re- 
wenge.

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CONDUCTOR 1S BOUND OVER 


The Man Who Pulled Pistol on At- 
torney Smith Under Bond. 


CASE BEFORE THE RECORDER 


Attorney Smith Was Justifiable in 
What He Did—Conductor 
Drew Concealed Weapon. 


P. McKinney, the conductor who drew 
a pistol on Attorney Burton Smith on 
a trolley car Thursday night, was bound 
over in a $100 bond yesterday afternoon 
by Recorder Broyles for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. 

The feature of the investigation was 
that the conductor wag on a trolley car 
crowded with women as well as men, 
and was armed with a loaded revolver. 
At the time he drew his pistol there 
were two policemen on the car to whom 
he could have appealed if there had 
been any trouble with a passenger; but 
the facts before the recorder did not 
show that he had had any provocation 
in the discharge of his duties to appeal 
to force, for the evidence showed that 
he provoked the disturbance himself and 
then whipped out a pistol with which to 
attack a passenger. 

The police had fntered a case against 
Attorney Smith as a matter of form and 
it was dismissed by the recorder. 

The evidence was that Attorney Smith 
boarded the car and asked McKinney 
to wait a moment for Attorney James 
F. O'Neil to get on. McKinney gave 
some gruff reply and that started the 
difficulty. Mr. Smith told the conductor 
that he had only asked him a polite 
question and he wanted no rudeness in 
return. The conductor continued to 
speak roughly and finally Mr. Smith 
told McKinney if he did not stop he 
would “smash his mouth.” 

At this McKinney stepped off a few 
feet on the running board and out came 
his loaded pistol, which he had con- 
cealed in his hip pocket. As he drew 
the weapon he said: 

“Now you had 
mouth.” 

Mr. §mith sprang forward and strik- 
ing the conductor in the face grappled 
with him and succeeded in securing the 
loaded weapon before it could be used. 

Mr. Smith is an athlete in size and 
strength. Had he been a smaller and 
less powerful man he might have been 
killed. 

It was a revelation to many that 
among the other paraphernalia of a 
street car conductor a loaded revolver 
was carried. They had seen bell 
punches, transfers, etc. but never be- 
fore a pistol. It is said that McKinney 
is not the only gtreet car conductor who 
is in the habit of going thus armed, and 
within the past six months pistols have 
been used more than once by street car 
men. 

Recorder Broyles held that Attorney 
Smith had only protected himself. He 
dismissed the case and then held the 
conductor in a $100 bond for having had 
a loaded pistol in his pocket. McKin- 
ney made bond and was released.

TRIED TO MURDER 
AN EXPOLICEMAN 


Five Negroes Waylay Ey-Police 
man § A. Kerlin, 


a 


Passing Trolley Car Puts Outlaws To 
Flight—Negroes Had an Old 
Grudge Against Ex-Officer. 
County Police on 
the Case. 


Five negroes waylaid and tried to 
murder ex-Policeman S. A. Kerlin last 
night on McDaniel street just outside 
the city limits. A passing trolley car 
save the ex-policeman’s life. 

The assault was made by negroes with 
whom Kerlin had trouble when he was 
a member of the police force. 

Kerlin lives at No. 352 McDaniel street 
and the negroes waited for him about 
two blocks from his residence, knowing 
he had gone in the direction of Fort 
McPherson and would return some time 
during the night. 

After supper Kerlin left his home and 
went to a negro’s house at Stewart's 
crossing on the McPherson trolley car 
line to get him to work today. Abdut 
9:30 o’clock he started home and when 
he reached a trestle over a small creek 
he was suddenly confronted by five ne- 
groes. Two of them seized him, while 
two others began to beat him over the 
head with clubs. The fifth negro drew 
a pistol, remarking: 

Was Ready To Murder. 

“Boys, when you get through whip- 
ping him I will finish him with my gun.” 

Kerlin began to call for help, crying 
‘Murder’ at the top of his voice. Luck- 
ily a car came along, going from the 
city to Fort McPherson. An army ser- 
geant who was on the car heard, the 
cry of “murder,” and he had the car 
to slow up while he jumped off and went 
in the direction of the cries. The ne- 
groes, seeing the approach of the car, 
left their victim and took to the woods. 

Kerlin was found to be unconscious 
and was taken to his home. Dr. J. P. 
Hall, who lives near by, was called in 
and he dressed the man’s Wounds. He 
found that the skull had been fractured 
and the back lacerated. The injuries 
are serious and may prove fatal. But 
for the timely approach of the trolley 
car the negroes would undoubtedly have 
murdered their victim. 

County Police on Case. 

The affair was reported to County 
Chief of Police Turner and he detailed 
three of his men to work on the case. 
Kerlin recognized one of his assailants 
and says he was in a crowd of negro 
rioters whom he arrested two years ago 
when he was on the city police force. A 
gang of negroes have long threatened 
the ex-policeman’s life. 

Late last night the county police re- 
ported that they had located some of 
the would-be murderers and expected to 
capture them before daylight. 


IN THE COURTS.

At the hour of adjournment the 
evidence had not been concluded and 
the case went over until Monday, when 
the argument of counsel will likely be- 
gin.

The case is that of C. G. Eubanks 
and his wife, Mrs. Mary Eubanks, against 
the Southern Railway Company for $4,- 
000 damages. They are suing for the 
death of their 5-year-old son, David, who 
was killed in 1900 near the North Boule- 
vard crossing. 


Wife Sues for. Divorce. 
Mrs. Alice Nisbet yesterday 
ed suit for divorce from her 
James T. Nisbet. The ground alleged in 
the petition is desertion. It is stated 
that they were married March 8, 1888, 
and lived together until August, 1898, 
when Nisbet abandoned his wife without 
just cause.

SECOND 


Convicted Coin Maker Takes His Fate 
in Good Humor, Declaring He 
Hasn’t Slightest Objection. 


John Jackson, a negro, well known in 
Atlanta’s criminal history. and whose 
work has carried aim into the United 
States courts, wae arraigned for the eec- 
ond time in his career before Judge New- 
man yesterday charged with counterfeit- 
ing. Fifty epurious 2%-cent pleces were 
tracked to Jackson, and so complete was 
the chain of evidence against the prisoner 
that he requested the privilege of enter- 
ing a plea of guilty. The prosecution made 
it plain that Jackson had been convicted 
of counterfeiting once before and that he 
had served one term in the United States 
penitentiary. Judge Newman ‘sentenced 
Jackson to a term of six yeare and with- 
in a day or two the negro will begin work 
at the United States prison in Atlanta. 

Though quite willing to make the spu- 
rious coin and still more anxious to start 
it moving around, mixed up with good 
change, Jackson was by no means an 
artist in his line. He confined himself to 
the 25-cent piece, one of the easiest pieces 
to make, but it was 4 poor imitation he 
poured from his bogus mint. He was 
smooth, thhowever, in blocking the detec- 
tives working on his cuse, and for six 
months plied his machinery free from sus- 
picion., 

“It wasn’t hard to make the coin,” sald 
Jackson after sentence had been passed 
on him, “and ft was easier still to set it 
afloat. The quarters I made took the 
place of good coin as far as I was con- 
cerned, and every time I let one go I 
saved myself a lick of hard work. When I 
went at it I knew it was only a question of 
time until I would be caught. Not for a 
second did TI think I could cheat the gov- 
ernment in the race. I would have been 
a fool to have had euch a thought. I 
went on making it and spending it, know- 
ing that a round-up was certain. Well, 
that round-up has come and I am now in 
for it. No, I'll take the six Years which 
have been allotted to me and do the best 
I can. Of course, I shan't try to make 
any tin dipper money while I am Warden 
Hawk’s guest. I would show my want 
of appreciation of what the government 
has done for me in giving me a comfort- 
able home for the next six years. The 
truth is, I won’t need any quarters for 
quite a time. If I should and Warden 
Hawk will give me a living chance I'll 
make enough to satisfy both of us.”’ 


LINGERS AT POINT OF DEATH. 


Captain Thomas J. Howell Was Sub- 
jected to the Surgeon’s Knife 
Last Night. 

Captain Thomas J. Howell, one of At- 
lanta’s most extensively and popularly 
known citizens, is at the point of death 

at his home, 117 Jones avenue 

For an hour last night Captain Howell 
was under the surgeon’s knife, and at 
midnight was rallying from the opera- 
tion, but Dr. H. R. Donaldson, who was 
then at the bedside, entertained but the 
faintest hopes of his patient’s recovery. 

Some two weeks ago Captain Howell, 
who has always been apparently a 
healthy man, was taken sick suddenly, 
and within a day or two was compelled 
to seek his bed. A day or two ago an 
operation was deemed necessary, and 
yesterday Dr. Ernest was called in. Dr. 
Ernest entertained the same views en- 
tertained by Drs. Donaldson and Todd. 
Captain Howell was growing worse rapid- 
ly and the pbysicilans wer2 of the opinion 
that the only hope was in an operation, 
and the op@ration was at once deter- 
mined upon. Dr. Ernest performed the 
operation, assisted py Dr. Donaldson and 
Dr. Purse, Dr. Todd being present. At 
midnight Dr. Donaldson said: 

“Captain Howell is rallying from the 
operation. But it is not the operation we 
dread; it is the disease.’’ 

Captain Howell is a native of Alabama.

was engaged when taken ill. Captain 
Howell is 50 years of age. His wife still 
lives, as does his only child, a daughter 
and a grand child 6 years of age.

The Kind of Work Done by

Former Patrons of Trolley Line Left 
Out in Cold, 


WILL PETITION COMPANY 


Not a Car Has Been Along the Route 
in Weeks—No Notice Given the 
Residents that Service Would 


Be Stopped. 


The former patrons of the trolley car 
line running along Luckie- and Spring 


‘streets to West Peachtree place have 


suddenly been left out in the cold. Not 
a car has passed along the route in over 
two weeks, the grooves in the,track are 
inches deep in sand and the residents 
of the neighborhood say there is little 
left to show that cars ever ran over this 

ne, for which a franchise was granted 
by the city council. 

The route in question was formerly 8 
part of the West Peachtree line, and 
when the West Peachtree cars were 
moved up to Peachtree a short line was 
operated for a few weeks connecting 
Luckie and Spring streets with Pulliam 
atreet on tne south side. When the At- 
kinson interests took active charge of 
the consolidated property this short line 
was suddenly abandoned. No notice was 
given the residents along the streets tra- 
versed, but in spite of this they were 
not long in finding it out. 

Since then the people of the nelghbor- 
hood have been put to no end of incon- 
venience, being forced often to walk two 
blocks to catch a Peachtree car, or an 
even greater distance to board a Hemp- 
hill avenue car.

Sanitary Department Now in Readi- 
ness To Prosecute Vigorous Cru- 
sade Against Summer Pests.

The death knell of every mosquito in 
Atlanta has been sounded. The inspectors 
in the sanitary department have armed 
themselves with barrels of kerosene 0%! 
with which to drive the hordes of these 
pests off the map, or at least that portion 
of the diagram which embraces the city 
of the circle. 

Chief Hope announced during the meet- 
ing of the board of health yesterday af 
ternoon that the department was now 
prepared to wage a relentless crusade 
against these insects that delight in mak- 
ing night a horrible nightmare for law- 
abiding citizens who seek to woo Sweet 
slumber out:ide a net during the sultry 
summer seasun. The chief will be backed 
up in the undertaking by the full strength 
of the board, and every stagnant pool 'n 
and about the city will be drained, while 
a liberal supply of oil will be spread about 
to destroy mosquito eggs. 

“If citizens would only see to it that 
the water troughs under the eaves oz 
their houses were kept free of trash and 
water,’’ said Captain Hope, “I am certain 
we shall have but little trouble in ridd‘ng 
the city of the pests. My inspectors will 
be instructed to drain all pools of stag- 
nant water wherever such exist, and 
cans and barrels of Water will not be al- 
lowed to stand in yards or on the streets.

GBORGIA MAYORS 
WILL MEET HERE 


Mayor Mims To Call Convention for 
Latter Part ef daly. 


PLAN HAS BEEN INDORSED 


Chief Executives of Principal Cities 
and Towns of State Will Gather 
in Atlanta To Discuss Im- 
portant Municipal 
Matters. 


A convention of the mayors of all the 
principal cities and towns of Georgia will 
be held in Atlanta this summer. The 
movement originated with Mayor Mims 
and he has received so many favorable 
letters from other mayors throughout 
the state that he has definitely decided 
to issue a call for the convention fn the 
course of the next few days. 

The mayor stated yesterday that he 
had not determined upon a date for the 
convention, but {t {s highly probable that 
the meeting will be held the latter part 
of July. He will be able to announce 
the exact date as soon as he has con- 
ferred with the mayors of some of the 
other cities. The date will be set at 
such time as not to interfere with the 
state primary or any of the big political 
meeings. 

Mayor Mims has received a letter from 
Mayor Bridges Smith, of Macon, who 
heartily indorses the movement and ex- 
presses the belief that the proposed con- 
vention will accomplish much good. Mu- 
nicipal matters will be discussed and 
papers upon Important questions will 
doubtless be read by some of the best 
known mayors in Georgia. 

The following subjects have been 
gested for discussion: 

Benefits of municipal ownership: how 
corporations should be taxed: value of 
franchises: a uniform schedule of ‘i- 
censes; abuse of veterans’ licenses; 
street paving, {mn all its phases; side- 
walks; assesments for paving sidewalks 
and sewers; sewers, size and construc- 
tion; parks‘and tree planting; disposal 
of trash and garbage: county boards of 
health. their cooperation with city 
boards; care and disposition of paupers; 
lights and water. 

The League of American Municipali- 
ties will meet in August and the conven- 
tion of Georgia mayors will be held at 
such time as not to interfere in any way 


sug- 


who may expect to attend the national 
gathering. 

As soon as Mayor Mims decides about 
the date of meeting invitations will be 
sent to the mayors of all the cities and 
towns of the state urging them to at- 
tend and take part in the convention. 
The sessions of the convention will be 
held either at the city hall or in one of 
the hotels in the city. 

The city officials here will be interest- 
ed in the convention and plans will 
doubtless be perfected at once for the 
reception and entertainment of the vis- 
dtors while they are in Atlanta.

During a meeting of the board 
yesterday afternoon the special commit- 
tee having charge of this particular mat- 
ter reported that an option tad been se- 
cured on a lot at the corner of Rhodes 
and Hulsey streets and recommended that 
the property be purchased. 

Members of the committee explained the 
location of the lot and a plat of the prop- 
erty was submitted to the board for in- 
spection. It was suggested that it would 
ibe advantageous to bulld either a two or 
three-story stable for the accommoda- 
tion of the live stock and wagons of the 
department, and the matter was referred 
back to the special committee with au- 
thority to consummate the deal at the 
earliest possible moment. The plans for 
the building will be in the hands of the 
city building inspector. 

The property has a frontage of 100 feet 
on ‘Rhodes street and extends back 200 
feet to the property of the Southern rail- 
way. One part of tne lot belongs to J. 
F. Lester and the other parties repre- 
sented by Dr. T. D. Longino. The prop- 
erty was offered to the board for $2,tov. 
but it is expected that the committee will 
be able to make a better trade. 

Sand Is a Menace. 

Mayor Mims called: attention to com- 
plaints that had been made to him that 
people were hauling sand for buildinz 
purposes from the sewer branches in and 
around the city. He declared that to use 
this sand in plastering houses was a 
menace to health and that if there was 
no ordinance covering the matter one 
should be passed by council at once. Sev- 
eral members -were of the opinion that 
sucn an ordinance was in existence, but a 
search of the city code failed to bring 
it to ight. The mayor was requested to 
take the matter up with the aity attor- 
ney. 

Upon motion of Dr. Pierce, Chief Hope 
was authorized to grant a week's va- 
cation to each of the inspectors at such 
time during the summer as would not in- 
terfere with the work of the department. 

Dr. Jarnagin called attention to the 
condition of the waste paper boxes that 
are located upon the street corners. He 
declared them to be very dilapidated in 
appearance and an eyesore to the public. 
The same matter was up some time ago 
in both the health board and in council. 
Steve Johnston, who represents the com- 
pany owning the boxes, has a contract 
with the city for a term of years which 
he claims is in force as long as the boxes 
are kept in repair. 

The board disposed of a number of rou- 
tine matters, although the meeting was 
not a lengthy one.

Oats Gained a Small Fraction—Other 
Markets Closed at a Slight Loss.

_ Mew York, May 16.—The cotton market 
@pened easy with prices 2 to 7 points lower 
under active local, foreign and Wall street 
selling, prompted by weakness in Liverpool, 
reports of further general rains in the belt 
and cheerful crop account. Belief that a 
prominent Wall street operator was leading @ 
large selling movement in the summer months 
frightened would-be buyers and disheartened 
Bummer longs. The first wave of selling did 
mot subside until July had dropped to 8.88 
and August to 8.58. Then came a quick shift 
to the bull side by room traders on talk of 
very large exports, estimates for light re- 
ceipts tomorrow, bullish predictions for the 
week-end statements and claims that too mucn 
rain had fallen in some portions of the west- 
ern belt. July stiffened to 8.98 and August 
to 8.69. For a time the market had every 
appearance of doing stil better, though out- 
side support came forward siowly. Once more 
Wall street selling became a dominating in- 
fluence and prices quickly lost the entire ad- 
vance. During the balance of the session the 
room was in a state of umrest with prices 
sensitive to orders fnom either side. Port 
receipts reached less than 8,000 bales and 
export clearances were nearly 25,000 bales. 
The world’s visible supply lost 150,000 bales, 
as compared with 96,000 the same week last 
year. But in spite of the strong statistical 
showing, the market refused to show real 
Strength. The close was quiet with prices 
met 3 to I4 points lower. Total sales were 
estimated at 250,000. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, May 16.—The market for 
spot cotton continues dull. Sales today 575 
bales, including 125 to arrive. Quotations on 
low middling and grades below reduced 1-16. 

In futures the feeling in evidence on every 
hand was distinctly inimical to the long in- 
terest. Liverpool -and New York both came 
in at reduced values and in response New 
Orleans opened down 3 to 6 points all along 
the Hine and fell away 3 to 4 points addi- 
tional thereafter. This condition was fol- 
lowed by an improvement which wiped out 
the greater part of the loss. Later on, how- 
€ver, a reaction set in and prices declined 
rapidly, the market closing with net losses of 
12 to 13 points on the summer months and 
September and 6 to 9 points on the other posi- 
tions. 


The Dry Goods Market.

HE DEFINES HIS POSITION. 


Mr. Price Replies to Inquiries from 
All Over the Country. 


New York, May 1|6.—During the past 
days many erroneous reports have® been cir- 
culated concerning my opinion in regard to 
the course of cotton prices and my position in 
the market. AS a result, I have received 
numerous telegrame from all over the coun- 
try inquiring as to the correctness of these 
reports. As I cannot reply to all these in- 
quiries personally, and as I am unwilling to 
leave those who attach any value to my 
opinion under a misapprehension, I am im- 
pelled to adopt this somewhat egotistical 
method of making my position clear: On the 
28th of April, having sold out the cotton I 
controlled, I so stated in a public interview, 
expressing at the same time the opinion that 
prices would still further advance. July de- 
liveries York on that date 
closed They subsequently 
sold at thus justifying my 
prediction of higher prices. Since 
that date my operations have been unimpof 
tant, and at present I have no very clearly 
defined opinion in regard to the market. S8ta- 
tistically considered, the position promises to 
become almost invincible by the end of the 
season, assuming consumption to continue at 
the present rate, but on the other hang, the 
tightness of money and increasing lethargy of 
Speculation in Wall street and the fear that 
the coal strike, which now involves the idle- 
ness of 145.000 men, earning possibly $300,- 
000 per day in wages, may extend until 
it includes other important industries, are 
influences that make against the value of cot- 
ton, both directly and indirectly, and as long 
as the next crop continues to promise well it 
seems unlikely that the speculation in cotton 
can be resuscitated. In view of these condi- 
tions I cannot advise others to do what I am 
unwilling to do myself—namely, buy cotton 
At the same time, I do not wish to be-wunder- 
stood even by implication as advising specu- 
lative selling.

Offerings at the open- 
ing improvement were not sufficient for the 
small demand and prices were sent up to 75%

ern curtailment of receipte was beginning to 
lose some of its bullish effect, but much more 
important was the fact that exceptionally sea- 
sonable weather in most of the country‘ (wae 
keeping the outsider from the market. As a 
general rule the fdrmer never sells stuff short, 
and the fact that he ie not buying has influ- 
enced many speculators to the bear eide in 
general crop prospects. Further, the export 
demand was inactive. Kansas millers made a 
report of the condition of their state crop in- 
dicating a yield of 63,000,000 bushels—quite 
a bearish advance over the recent ecare of a 
reduction to 25,000,000 bushels.

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WALTHOUR’S RECORD IS 
ONE OF MANY TRIUMPHS 


By his defeat of Nat Butler Thursday 
night on ie Coliseum track Bobby Wal- 
thour, of Atlanta, added another laurel 
to a long list of triumphs gained over 
his opponents in a year. His record as a 
bicycle rider has been an enviable one, 
and none there are with whom he has 
raced who does not consider him a hard 
man to reckon with before the outcome 
‘of @ race can be predicted. 

In his races last year Walthour made 
the’ remarkable record of capturing) 
twenty-three of the thirty-five races in 
which he participated.. Every .one of 
these races was against men who are 
considered the champions of ‘their class. 
Compared with the records of Elkes and 
Michael, Walthour’s percentage stands 
as well as that of either of these fast 
riders. While both these men have a 
higher percentage of races won, they 
have often been engaged in trials with 
men who were not real pace followers, 
thereby materially increasing their per- 
centage of races won. The record of 
Bobby Walthour for last year is as fol- 
lows: 

Raced with Harry Elkes ° fourteen 
times,. winning nine of the contets. 

Raced with Jimmy Michael sixteen 


times, coming out the victor in eleven 
of the brushes. 

Race@ Stinson six times, splitting even, 
each gaining three of the races. 

Raced Moran five times, carrying off 
the palm in three of the trials. 

Walthour won from Champion in a 
fast race at Providence, I., during 
which he broke all the world’s records 
from 1 to 17 miles and from 18 to % 
miles, he riding the race of 2 miles in 
37:25, a record that will probably stand 
unbroken for some.wtime to come. Wal- 
thour covered the hast mile in 1:25, which 
in itself is a record’ of which any man 
should be proud after riding 24 miles at 
a furious clip. ; 

Walthour is the holder of the sixty- 
hour record, which he gained in the six- 
day race at Boston in 1900 against all the 
foreign riders who competed with him. 
He won the individual ride at the six-day 
race in New York in 1899, covering 1,468 
miles in the week and gaining for him 
the title of the seventy-two-hour world’s 
record holder. 

As a pace follower Walthour last year 
broke forty-six world’s records. This 
year in Atlanta he has broken several 
records, among them the 10-mile jfndoor 
world’s record, which he made in 16:01 
against the old time of 16:24. 

Walthour’s first record was made as an 
amateur in 1896, when he captured the 10- 
mile southern record of 26:17 in competi- 
tion.

EAST AND WEST 


Atlanta Will Get New Line to 
Birmingham and the 
West. 


SEABOARD WILL WORK 
WITH FRISCO SYSTEM 


An Entry to the Coal Fields Has Long 
Been Desired by the Seaboard. 
Birmingham Terminals 
Will Be Acquired. 


The purchase of the East and West 
by parties acting presumably in the in- 
terest of the Seaboard Air Line yesterday 
was a step that has long been expected 
and one that will have important results 
for Atlanta. 

The purchase of this line, which ex- 
tends from Cartersville to Pell City, 
Ala., means that the Seaboard has defi- 
nitely decided to at once begin operations 
for getting an entry into Birmingham. 
For a long time such action on the part 
of the Seaboard has been predicted, but 
it has never been known whether the 
East and West would be purchased or an 
independent line constructed by the Sea- 
board. 

The purchase was consummated i!n 
Baltimore yesterday. The details of jit 
are told in the following dispatch from 
that city: 

Baltimore, May 16.—A syndicate, of 
which Ladenburg, Thalman & Co., of 
New York, are the managers, has 
bought the East and West Railroad of 
Alabama from the Kelly estate of 
New York. The purchase is in the in- 
terest of the Seaboard Air Line, to 
take that system to Birmingham, Ala. 

The terminals at Birmingham are 
to be secured by purchase of the 
Birmingham’ Belt’ railroad. H. M. 
Atkinson, of Atlantu, bonght the Belt 
line last year for the Old Colony Trust 
Company, of Boston, and as a part of 
the Seaboard plans. Short connecting 
lines are to be built to unite the Sea- 
board with the East and West rail- 
road, which, with the _  reconstruc- 
tion of the latter, will brimg the total 
cost up to $4,000,000. 

The Seaboard has long been anxious 
for an entry into Birmingham both for 
the purpose of getting a line of its own 
into the coal] fields and for the purpose 
of getting a strong western connection. 
The Frisco system, of which Birming- 
ham is the eastern terminus, is said to be 
very friendly to the Seaboard and the 
two roads will doubtless work together 
closely. 

To connect the two roads it will be 
necessary to build from Atlanta to a 
point on the East and West and from Pell 
City, Ala., the western terminus of the 
East and West, to Birmingham. Pell City 
is 20 miles from Birmingham and the 
new line’ to be built will parallel th4 
Southern. It is thought that the Sea- 
board will not. parallel the Western an:l 
Atlantic between Atlanta and Carters- 
ville, but will bufld to some point be- 
tween Cedartown, Ga., and Piedmont, 
Ala. 

Some time ago a company recei@ed a 
charter from the state of Georgia giv- 
ing it the right to build from Atlanta to 
Birmingham. It is understood that this 
company was organized to act for the 
it has a corps of 
surveyors now jn the field. 

One feature of the construction is that 
the Seaboard will have no trouble in get- 
ting an entry at elther end of the line. 
It will, of course, use its present entry 
into Atlanta over the tracks oo. the West- 
ern and Atlantic, while the Birmingham 
Belt is said to have been purchased for 
the Seaboard. 

Although Atlanta representatives of 
Mr. Atkinson express the belief that he 
bought it as an investment, this state- 
ment carries very little weight with local 
railroad men who are posted on the 
situation. It wil] be remembered. that 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company govt 
its line into Decatur by using a track 
which {is the property of the Seaboard 
Air Line. Even if the Seaboard cannot 
get into Birmingham over the Birming- 
ham Belt it {s belleved that the Frisco 
would be glad to give them an entry. 

The construction of this line would 
mean much both to the Seaboard and 
the Frisco, as it would give the one a 
connection west and the other a connec- 
tion east. At the present time the Sea- 
board has to get the coal for its own use 
over other rails, while at Birmingham 
they will be able to get all the coal 
they want. The building of the Atlanta 
and Birmingham link will put these tw92 
systems in close touch and a number of 
through passenger lines via Atlanta will 
in all probability result, as it is be- 
lieved that the Frisco would turn all its 
business to the Seaboard. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis has for some time been the Sea- 
board’s preferred connection, but the 
officials of the Seaboard seem to have 
gotten leary of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis since its owner, the 
Louisville and Nashville, was scooped 
by the Southern. Perhaps the consum- 
mation of this deal brought home to the 
Seaboard officials the necessity ef at once 
building into Birmingham. 

President John Skelton Williams, First 
Vice President J. M. Barr and Second 
Vice President J. N. Middendorff, of the 
Seaboard Air Line, were in Birmingham 
several days this week. The details. of 
the deal were doubtless concluded by 
them, after which they instructed their 
representatives in Baltimore to close the 
purchase. 


Richmond, Va., May 16.—President John 
SkGiton Williams, of the’ Seaboard Air 
Line railway, arrived here tonight from 
Birmingham, Ala., and in an interview 
regarding the reported extension of his 
system to Birmingham said: 

‘The story that Ladenburg, Thalmann 
& Go., of New York, have purchased the 
East and West railroad for the Seaboard 
Air Line railway Js incorrect, although 
it may be true that the firm mentioned 
have bought the railroad referred to for 
themselves and associates, and that the 
latter include certain friends of the Sea- 
board. As to whether the Seaboard Air 
Line railway will ever acquire an in- 
ferest in the East and West road will de- 
pend entirely upon circumstances and 
future conditions. Neither the Seaboard 
Afr Line railway nor any of its people

New Orleans, May 16.—Secretary Hester's 
statement of the world’s visible supply of co 
ton, made up from special cable and tele- 
graphic advices, compares the figures of this 
week with dast week, last year and the year 
before. 

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 150,156 bales, against a decrease of 97.- 
943 last year and a decrease of i21l, 620 the 
year before. 

The total visible is 3,340,590, against 3,- 
490,746 last week, 3,458,128 last year and 
2.583.909 year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is 2.- 
312,590, against 2,428,746 last week, 2,- 
374,128 last year and 1,928,909 year before 
last, and of all other kinds, including Egypt, 
Brazil, India, etc., ,.028,000, against li,- 
062,000 last week, 1,084,000 last year and 
655.000 year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
150.156 bales, a decrease compared with last 
year of 117,538 and an increase compared 
with year before last of 756,681. 

Of the world's visible supply of cotton, as 
above, there is now afloat and held in Great 
Britain and continental Europe 1,932,000
